Berkeley  O,  Piedmont  38 

Traveling  to  Piedmont  for  the  league  opener,  the 
Berkeley  Gridders  received  a  rude  welcoming  at  the 
hands  of  the  Highlanders  and  came  home  the  vic- 
tims of  a  38-0  shellacking.  The  Piedmont  reverses 
clicked  smoothly  all  afternoon  and  the  outcome  of 
the  game  was  never  in  doubt. 

Berkeley's  one  and  only  scoring  threat  came  in 
the  first  guarter.  With  the  score  12-0,  Buck  Kirby 


recovered  a  Piedmont  fumble  on  the  Clan  38,  and 
on  the  next  play  Jack  Lamborn  threw  a  16-yard  pass 
to  Bobby  Gray  to  put  the  ball  on  the  22.  The  Berkeley 
threat  was  then  stopped  as  Bob  Brickell  intercepted 
Lamborn's  pass. 

The  only  bright  spot  in  the  game  for  Berkeley 
followers  was  the  play  of  Doug  Duncan  at  center. 
Doug  did  a  great  job  backing  up  the  Berkeley  line 
and  was  virtually  the  only  man  stopping  the  Pied- 
mont thrusts  through  the  line. 
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Berkeley  14,  Richmond  0. 

Showing  a  complete  reversal  of  form  from  the 
previous  week,  a  vastly  improved  Berkeley  team 
upset  the  Richmond  Oilers  14-0,  on  the  Richmond 
turf.  Berkeley's  first  touchdown  drive  started  when 
Doug  Duncan  recovered  a  Richmond  fumble  on  the 
Oiler  25.  With  Vic  Krishian,  Bobby  Gray,  and  Bob 
Bell  doing  the  ball  packing  the  Jackets  went  to  the 
Richmond  one-yard  line.  The  Berkeley  attack  was 
then  slowed  down  as  Krishian  and  Warren  Bryant 
were  dumped  for  losses,  putting  the  Jackets  back 
to  the  five.  On  fourth  down,  Jack  Lamborn  faded  to 
pass  and,  failing  to  spot  any  clear  receivers,  skirted 
right  end  for  a  touchdown.  Bobby  Gray's  drop-kick 
split  the  uprights  for  the  seventh  point.  In  the  final 
period,  Bob  Bell  cinched  the  game  for  Berkeley  with 
a  30-yard  run  through  the  Oiler  line.  Gray  again 
drop-kicked  the  conversion.  Vic  Krishian,  Bob  Bell, 
and  George  Benson  all  turned  in  outstanding  games 
for  Berkeley  in  the  backfield.  The  entire  Jacket  line 
played  a  hard-charging  game  led  by  Doug  Duncan, 
John  Nichols,  and  Bob  Neiderholzer. 


Berkeley  7,  Albany  6 

In  their  first  league  game  at  home  the  Berkeley 
gridders  squeezed  out  a  7-6  win  over  a  strong  Albany 
team.  The  Jacket  passing  attack  clicked  smoothly 
throughout  the  game,  netting  110  yards  and  ac- 
counting for  the  Berkeley  touchdown.  Albany  opened 
the  scoring  in  the  third  quarter  as  Stan  Cordy,  Cou- 
gar right  half,  took  Bob  Bell's  kick  on  his  own  20  and 
rambled  80  yards  down  the  sideline  to  ring  up  six 
points  for  the  visitors.  With  about  three  minutes 
left  in  the  ball  game,  Jack  Lamborn  intercepted 
Cordy's  pass-oft  the  Jacket  30  and  sprinted  to  the 
Albany  22;  before  being  stopped  by  Herb  Schmall- 
enberger,  Cougar  tackle.  Four  plays  later  Bobby 
Gray  whipped  a  pass  to  Lamborn  in  the  flat,  and 
Jack  drove  over  the  goal  to  tie  up  the  ball  game. 
Bobby  Gray  dropped  back  for  the  all-important  con- 
version and  crossed  up  the  Albany  defense  by  pass- 
ing to  end  Leroy  Blomgren  in  the  end  zone  for  the 
winning  point. 


Berkeley  6,  Alameda  7 
Although  outplaying  the  Hornets  throughout 
most  of  the  ball  game,  Berkeley  was  hit  for  its  second 
A.C.A.L.  loss  to  Alameda,  7-6.  The  Jackets  didn't 
waste  any  time  in  pushing  over  a  touchdown.  With 
the  ball  game  only  five  minutes  old,  and  the  ball 
resting  on  the  Berkeley  27,  the  Jackets  started  their 
march.  Bill  Cook,  Berkeley  fullback,  broke  through 
the  Hornet  line  for  I  5  yards  to  the  42.  Berkeley  then 
took  to  the  air.  It  was  Lamborn  to  Benson  for  18 
yards,  and  then  Gray  to  Steiner  for  19  yards  to  the 
Alameda  21.  After  three  ground  plays  failed  to 
gain,  Lamborn  passed  to  Steiner  in  the  end  zone  and 
interference  was  ruled  on  the  play,  putting  the  ball 
on  the  Hornet  three.  On  the  next  play  Bill  Cook 
smashed  over  for  the  score.  The  Alameda  line  broke 
through  on  Bobby  Gray's  conversion  attempt  and 
his  drop-kick  was  blocked.  The  Alameda  touchdown 
also  came  in  the  first  quarter.  Watt,  Alameda  end, 
blocked  Benson's  kick  in  the  Berkeley  end  zone,  and 
Tony  Ratto  fell  on  the  ball  to  tie  the  score.  Don 
Millar  calmly  booted  the  extra  point  that  gave  the 
Hornets  the  game. 


Berkeley  6,  Hayward  7 

Dropping  a  7-6  decision  for  the  second  week 
in  succession,  the  Jackets  closed  the  season  with  a 
loss  to  the  Hayward  Farmers.  Berkeley  scored  first, 
pushing  across  a  touchdown  in  the  second  quarter. 
Vic  Krishian  intercepted  Frank  Silva's  pass  on  the 
Jacket  48,  Berkeley  went  to  the  Hayward  ten  in 
three  plays,  and  a  holding  penalty  against  the  Farm- 
ers put  the  ball  on  the  five.  George  Benson  drove 
hard  over  left  tackle  and  smashed  through  the  Farmer 
secondary  to  go  over  standing  up.  Bobby  Gray's 
conversion  attempt  failed.  Tackle  Jack  Riley  proved 
to  be  the  Hayward  hero  of  the  day  as  he  intercepted 
Bobby  Gray's  pass  on  the  Farmer  I  7  and  sprinted  83 
yards  to  a  touchdown.  Jay  O'Brien,  Hayward  quar- 
terback, drop-kicked  the  extra  point  that  spelled 
defeat  for  Berkeley. 

John  Goldeen  played  an  outstanding  game  for 
Berkeley  at  guard,  and  George  Benson  was  the  big 
gun  in  the  Jacket  backfield.
